AMUSEMENTS OF FIJIAN 
In the course of an article on “ The 


Fijians,” a writer in “ St. Paul's re- 
marks that a love of sport and pleasure 
constitutes a leading characteristic of 
the Fiji population. They have 
s 0 pastimes, and are pas- 
fond of dancing. The Fijian 
nation dance is decidedly pic- 
turesque. The music, or song, regu- 
lating the movements of the dancers is 
monotonous, consisting of endless re- 
petitions of two or three notes, and is 
by a native orchestra, the 
members of which hit long sticks with 
shorter ones, strike the ground with 
pieces of boo, clap their hand 
and in a kind of not unmusi 
chant.

It is not an alt T 
for » cat to make friends with little chickens, 
as many notes in this column have shown, 
but to break a cat off a bad habit by only 
once chastising it is, I must confess, very 
upusual. No doubt the cat in question had 
an experience at the time that he could not 
auite get out of his mind. It is strange that 
cats, whose prey undoubtedly includes 
chickens, do not more often kill them when 
they come in contact with them. I have 
repeatedly noticed at farmhouses in the 
ccuntry, and have thought it curious at the 
time, strav cats from the surrounding cot- 
tages walking about amo; the chickens 
and never touching them. It cannot be said 
thet these animals have been taught not to 
molest the birds; they, themselves, by some 
means or other, have learnt to reg: them 
as birds not to be included in their bill of 
fare. 

Another of Mr. C. J. Cornish’s delightfully- 
written books has just appeared. Like “ Life 
at the Zoo,” his former work, this book first 
saw the light in a series of articles, contri- 
buted mostly to the pases of the Spec- 
tator " These articles having been collected, 
revised, and added to, are issued under the 
title, “ Wild England of To-Day,” and form 
a fitting companion to the above-mentioned 
volume.
